WASHINGTON i^-The loan of 
$1,300,000,000 to 
Britain 
by 
the 
International Monetary Fund Mon­ 
day night may clear the Washing­ 
ton air for a while, at least. It 
£ as getting confused toward the 
end of last week. 
Britain had suffered economic 
damage from her joint attack with 
France on Egypt. For one thing, 
the invasion cost money. For an­ 
other, oil supplies from the Middle 
East were shut off when the Suez 
Canal was blocked. 
The United States is goirfg to 
make up a part of the oil loss 
shipping oil from this country. 
Nevertheless, Britain showed she 
still was in an economic squeeze 
by asking this country to waive 
nearly 82 million dollars in in­ 
terest on previous debts. 
Keeping 
the 
British 
economy 
healthy is in the interest of the 
United States. A collapse in Brit­ 
ain would be felt around the world, 
particularly in Western Europe. 
Last Thursday some high au- 
f 
[writie* in the government were 
Biking of increased aid to Brit­ 
ain, not as big as the Marshall 
plan, 
but 
nevertheless 
sizable. 
But the talk was vague. 
On Thursday night Vice Presi­ 
dent Nixon touched on the same 
subject in a New York speech al­ 
though he too was vague when he 
said: 
" I believe it is in our interest 
as well as theirs (the British) in 
£his hour of difficulty, and I am 
confident that there will be strong 
bipartisan support in Congress for 
granting such assistance.” 
It seemed unlikely Nixon would 
talk like that unless he knew he 
was stating administration think­ 
ing. 
As if to make it official. James 
C. Hagerty, President Eisenhow­ 
er’s 
press 
secretary, 
said 
that 
^vhile Eisenhower didn’t see the 
N ix o n 
speech 
l>eforehand, 
“ the 
vice president knows the policies 
of the President.” 
So administration 
t h i n k i n g 
seemed to be in the direction of 
fresh aid for Britain, to be voted 
by Congress. 
But

Saturday 
night Secretary’ of the Treasury 
Humphrey appeared to throw cold 
water on this notion. Speaking in 
New York, be said:

ancial support have been greatly 
exaggerated. The fact is that in 
all probability existing institutions 
will be able to provide most of the 
assistance that may bt* needed." 
The “ existing institutions" Hum­

United States, Britain and a batch 
of other countries are members. 
^ Each contributes a share of the 
lo o n e y which makes up the fund 
from which a needy member can 
get a loan, as Britain did Monday 
night The British will have to pay

paying back the principal. 
But the fund is an international 
organization. Congress has noth­ 
ing to do with the loans it makes. 
So Humphrey was right, at least 
up to now.

$66 Million Ohio Highway 
Improvement Program Set 


COLUM BUS, Ohio un — State

Linzell 
today announced plans for a three- 
year highway improvement pro­ 
gram costing $66,254,000. 
The 
program, 
to be 
financed 
with revenues from the two-cent 
gasoline tax for new construction, 
will supplement the recently an­ 
nounced long-range federal high­ 
way aid program and the pro­ 
posed 
major 
thoroughfare 
pro­ 
gram. 
The highway improvement fund 
is the only state fund eligible for 


use on about 12,000 of 18.400 miles 
of state highways, Linzell said. 
The money, after setting aside 
funds for operation of Fie depart­ 
ment, 
and 
supplementing 
main­ 
tenance funds, provides about 20 
million dollars per year for con­ 
struction 
programs. 
This 
fund 
must be used to match secondary 
federal aid funds and some prim­ 
ary federal aid and urban federal 
aid funds for projects not on the 
major thoroughfare system. 
The fund is set aside for five 
major purposes.

before in China, we had to start 
from the beginning.” 
No passenger automobiles will 


be built in Changchun. Another 
vehicle plant is scheduled for con­ 
struction under the second five- 
year plan (1937-62), but its loca­ 
tion has not been disclosed.

The 1956 amendments to the so­ 
cial security law include several 
provisions which make it easier for 
a self employed farmer to under­ 
stand his rights under the old-age 
and survivors Insurance program. 
One of these relates to share-farm­ 
ing or share-cropping. 
Congress realized that there 
was need for clarification of the 
status of the share-cropper as a 
self employed farmer for social 
security purposes. Persons who 
fat m another person’s land on a 
share arrangement often have 
some characterise* of employe­ 
es and some characteristics of 
self-employed persons. 
The

makes 
it 
clear that. where social security 
is concerned, in the general share- 
farming 
arrangement 
they 
are 
self-employed 
farmers 
lf 
their 
share d e p e n d s 
on

amount produced, even in 
cases 
where the landowner has a lot to 
say about the way the farm is run. 
Another 
amendment 
will 
help 
clear 
up questions

leaders ("labor contractors’* or 
•‘row bosses") in relation to short 
period workers they 
furnish 
to 
farmers 
for 
the 
harvesting 
of 
fruits and vegetables or the pick­ 
ing or cropping of cotton. These 
farm workers may be covered by 
social security law, but in the past 
it has sometimes not been easy to 
tell whether the employer of the 
members of the crew' w a s th e 
farmer who was having the work 
done or the crew leader (or "la­ 
bor contractor” or "row 
boss"). 
The amended law makes it easier 
to tell who is the employer. 


Auto Makers

IF YOU are a crew leader, the 
crew' members you furnish 
and 
pay are your employees unless you 
and the farmer have entered into 
a written agreement which shows 
that you arc his employee. 
If von are a farm operator us­ 
ing crew workers, and you have 
entered into a written agreement 
with the crew leader which show 
that he is your employee, then the 
crew members are also your em­ 
ployees. This provision is effective 
for work performed after Decem- j 
ber 31, 1956. 
Because I members of a 
farm 
crew move from farm 
to farm j 
ard area to area, a greater part 
of their cash farm wages will be 
covered by social security where 
the crew leader is the employer, 
as these short-period workers gen­ 
erally work for the

leader longer than for any single 
farm operator.
